Medical School "War" Yields Another Dean Casualty

Regents faded firom existence 
last week, still grappling with 
— and unable to solve — a 
more than decade-old problem 
that has shaken the school's 
presidents and which has led 
to the firing and resignation 
of deans.

board accepted the resigna- 
tion of Peter Eichman, latest 
of the UW's medical school's 
ill-fated deans to depart under 
less-than-happy circumstances.

In the face of thinly-veiled 


explanations handed out to a 
questioning regent, Eichman's 
resignation marks the latest 
casualty of a bitter battle 
waged since the 1950's within 
the medical school and the 
university. 


And it is one of the first 


battles which will confront the 
newly-merged Board of Re- 
gents ot the University of 


Wisconsin s y s t e m which 
comes 
into existence 
this 


week. 
Direct Impact on New School 
It could have a direct 


impact on the future develop- 
ment of the mammoth state 
medical complex being de- 
signed for the UW campus in 
Madison at a cost conserva- 
tively estimated at $130 mil- 
lion. 


It is a battle which shook 


President Conrad Elvehjem; 
vexed President Fred Har- 
rington throughout his reign; 
and now has been dumped 
into the lap of UW President 
John Weaver. It also culmi- 
nated in the firing of Medical 
School Dean Jolin Bowers and 
t h e do uble-resignation of 
Eichman who stepped down a 
jear ago. stepped back up 
again, and climaxed it all be 
resigning Friday.

It certainly must be a relief to some 


people that those who still buy con- 
traceptives over the counter without any 
hindrance whatsoever are purchasing 
"indecent objects." 


The State Senate turned down a 


liberalization of the bill which would 
have taken contraceptives off the "in- 
decent object" list and have permitted 
their sale to the unmarried and would 
have allowed counseling by welfare 
agencies as to their use. Those under 18 
would have had to have parental per- 
mission. 


Continuance of the law does little 


except make the Wisconsin Senate look 
ridiculous. Contraceptives will still be 
readily available. Doctors will continue 
to prescribe. There may be continued 
increased births among the poor but 
then one black leader claims that 
pushing birth control is a form of 
genocide anyway. The excuse that it was 


a Roman Catholic lobby which defeated 
the bill seems specious; statistics show 
that a high percentage of Roman 
Catholics u&e contraceptives whatever 
the Pope says and that a lot more are in 
favor of them. 


Now — what about "indecent ob- 


jects"? Have the righteous morally 
inclined senators gone into the matter of 
such things as vibrators, dildos and the 
like, readily available by mail or aren't 
they quite up to tackling those un- 
mentionables yet? And what will the 
Senators do about masturbation? Since 
they seem bound to protect all of us from 
the dangers of illegal sex, they've a big 
package cut out for them. 


Our water may be polluted, the fish 


filled with mercury, the air near the big 
cities clogged with grime, statistics of 
violent crime climbing, but by golly, 
contraceptives are still indecent objects. 
We are going to be pure indeed. 


Th/s Is a Bad Amendment 


Although at least one and perhaps 


two constitutional amendments were 
passed hastily and regretted at leisure, 
the process is not usually a casual one. 
So it is likely that an amendment 
proposed by Senator William Brock of 
Tennessee will come to nothing. 
Nevertheless the thinking behind the 
proposal deserves scrutiny. 


Senator Brock is unhappy about the 


United States Supreme Court decision 
that laws against bussing of school 
children to achieve racial balance in the 
schools were unconstitutional. The 
decision means that such bussing can be 
authorized in the south or at least no 
laws against such bussing programs can 
be passed. But to Senator Brock "it is 
now obvious that Congress must act to 
protect American youth from judicial 
abuse. The new Supreme Court policy is 
no less discriminatory and no less wrong 
than prior attempts to maintain de jure 
segregation." Senator Brock's proposed 
constitutional amendment would specify 
that no student should be assigned or 
required to attend a particular school. 


There is some validity to Senator 


Brock's claim that children need "a 
neighborhood school with familiar faces 
and in familiar surroundings" and that 
their "emotional as well as their in- 


tellectual well being" must be taken into 
consideration. The argument was never 
used by segregationists, however, before 
Supreme Court rulings outlawed de jure 
segregation. 


But if the amendment went into effect 


the results would be chaos. While there 
have been efforts to ameliorate de facto 
segregation by permitting students by 
choice to transfer to schools in other 
areas of a city, a wholesale switching 
would be highly expensive and inef- 
ficient. Classes with teachers who had a 
reputation for being hard graders would 
have rows of empty seats. Schools with 
swimming pools or new gymnasiums or 
good hot lunch might be jammed. At- 
tempts by school boards and ad- 
ministrations to offer equal educational 
opportunities or set up vocationally or 
academically oriented schools as is done 
in some large cities would be in vain. 


And segregation of course would be 


maintained in spite of the studies that 
indicate it handicaps all children, black 
and white, who go to school under 
segregated conditions whatever the 
causes. 


There are no simple answers to the 


problems which grew from the century 
old system of separation of the races in 
schools. Most assuredly Senator Brock's 
proposal is no solution at all. 


A Reward for Losing $38.8 Million 


The whole thing is just about im- 


possible for the checkbook-balancing 
citizen to comprehend. 


First of all, First National City Bank 


of New York last March 3 bought $38.8 
million in notes of the Export-Import 
Bank. But the New York bank, the 
nation's second largest, transferred 
twice that amount to the federal 
treasury. The S38.8 million apparently 
floated around until May 19 without 
anybody knowing about it. Then, the 
bank not the government discovered the 
mistake. 


National City immediately sent a 


telegram to the treasury asking for its 
money back — and that certainly is 
understandable enough. But then the 
bank also asked for and received S38 8 
million to use without interest for two 
and one-half months, sort of to make up 
at public cost vv hat it would have made 
on loans if it hadn't made 
the 


bookkeeping mistake — or something 
like that. In the meantime, the prime 
interest rate went up so the bank made 
more \\ith the federal monev than it

development here in Vietnam

President Nixon is to an-

troops. And matters have 
fallen out so that he has to

maximum exposure to the 
conflicting 
demands 
of 


Saigon, Hanoi and American 
public opinion. 


Under current schedules, 


the 
American 
military 


presence here will be down to 
below 184,000 men by Dec. 1. 
The rate of withdrawal is 
averaging about 15,000 per 
month. Thus just by main- 
taining that clip, President 
Nixon would have virtually all 
American troops out by 
election time next year. 


Wants 50,000 Men 


But President Nguyen Van 


Thieu wants a continuing 
American military presence 
through 1973. He talks of 50,000 
men serving as unit advisers, 
and providing air support with 
helicopters 
and 
fighter- 


bombers. His re-election with 
90 per cent of the vote is only 
going to stiffen his demands. 


Without exactly saying so, 


the leading American officials 
here 
support 
President 


Thieu's views, feel great gains 
are now being made 
in 


government 
ability 
and 


economic stability. They 
believe these gains can be 
fully realized only if security 
is assured for the next few 
jears. 


The American military, 


heading up in Gen. Creighton 
Abrams, believe government 
forces have shown steady 
improvement. But recent 
engagements

Laos, 


Cambodia and Tay Nmh 
Province have demonstrated 
a heavy dependence on air 
support. In particular, ac- 
cording to one authority here, 
the South Vietnamese are 
hooked on helicopters. 


But with only 500 helicop- 


ters, the South Vietnamese 


are a long, long way from 
having the kind of air support 
the United States has been 
making available with its 
force of more than 3,000 
choppers.

believe the United States 
should continue to provide

on the ground. That means a 
residual force of about 40,000

Even that small a residual

Even if these terms 
are met, there is no certainty 
Hanoi will cut a deal.

Such attacks could easily be 


timed for next October when 
the weather will be good here 
in Vietnam, and the political 
fever intense back home.

But it would 
guarantee that the United 
States was out of Vietnam, 
once and for all, on its own 
momentum.

Communist hands, and the 
United States divided once 
again on the bloody sore that 
is Vietnam.

The work is here and someone 
has to do it. 


Won't Cut Costs 


Advocates of merger must 


assume that the added work 
will be done either by the 
combined staffs of the two 
existing 
central 
ad- 


ministrative units, or by 
additional personnel paid 
from 
funds 
derived 
by 


chargeback fees assessed to 
each 
individual 
campus 


budget or that the work will be 
delegated back to the nine 
individual 
campus 
ad- 


ministrative units which will 
meet the additional workload 
by adding staff. 


None of these methods will 


significantly reduce overall 
administrative costs, and 
experience tells us that ef- 
ficiency and coordination of 
operation will be lost in the 
process. 


As it now stands, merger is 


a pig in a poke. As I see it, the 
only way to assure specific 
cost benefits from merger is 
for the statutes to spell out the 
specific details. 


I suspect that the real 


savings which the budget 
analysts are silently con- 
sidering can only relate to 
differentiated salary and 
workload levels for faculty 
members who are employed 
at one type university, as 
defined 
by 
its 
mission 


statement, as opposed to 
higher salaries and lower 
workload levels for faculty 
members 
employed 
at 


another. If true, the im- 
plementation and exploitation 
of this policy can only have 
long-range and serious im- 
plications for both the quality 
of teaching and for faculty 
morale.

And it reaffirms 
those of us who have been 
saying for a long time that 
learning how to learn is the 
most 
important part of 


education 


The 
real 
reason 
that 


vocational and "specialist" 
training is largely pointless 
todav lies in the rapid out- 
dating of so much technical 
knowledge and skills. Even 
our newest profession — that 
of programming computers — 
will soon be obsolete, when the 
computers are built that will 
program themselves. 


What the new society of the 


future calls for are versatility 
and flexibility and creativity. 
These cannot be learned in a 
technical sense; they are part 
of a liberal education, which 
teaches men and women how 
to think, not just how to put 
things together and make 
mem work. The new machines 
will be able to put things 


together much better than 
people can. 


It is no accident that, for the 


first time, the prestigious 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology has appointed a 
president who is neither a 
scientist nor a technician. Or 
that business schools, such as 
those 
at 
Harvard 
and 


Columbia, have shifted their 
emphasis from the technical 
asppcts of 
business 
ad- 


ministration to a broader 
program of liberal arts. 


In a recent talk, Dr. Arnold 


Ducoffe, director of Georgia 
Tech s School of Aerospace 
Engineering, remarked that 
this 
obsolescence 
of 


knowledge is the big reason 
that 
today's engineering 


schools no longer stress the 
"mechanical," but rather the 
"philosophical" elements in 
science — not how to do 
something, but why something 
is true. If we learn the reasons 


" behind phenomena, then we 


can cope with changing 
conditions. 


Our pressing need is for men 


and women who can adapt to 
needs and acquire skills that 
are barely on the horizon 
todav 
More and more, the 


function of the specialist is 
being taken over by the 
machines,

decisions

on 
an 


imaginative projection of the 
future, we so desperately 
require to keep the wheels 
turning. 


In the past, the average man 


would change his job three 
times during his lifetime. In 
the future, we are told, the 
average man may have to 
change his vocation three 
tunes during his 
lifetime. 


Unless he learns how to learn, 
in a philosophical sense, the 
specialist may become a 
dropout from the economic 
community.
